Fiji Islander Who Recites Kaddish for Gls at Suva Visits JWB 


IN SUVA, the Prowellers never lost sight of 
their Jewishness. 

When World War II brought Allied troops to 
the Fiji Islands, the Proweller home became the 
religious and social headquarters for hundreds of 
American Jewish GIs assigned to military hospitals 
and transportation units. In 1942 and 1943 more 
than 800 American Jews attended Passover and 
Rosh Hashana services organized by Proweller. 


He first learned of JWB in 1934 when the late 
Moritz Gottlieb, of Allentown, Pa., flew into Suva 
whwile on a trip to study the morale and religious 
needs of Jewish GIs in the South Pacific. Gottlieb 


invited Proweller to visit Allentown when he came 
to the United States, 

WHEN PRCGWELLER decided to come this fall, 
he wrote to Gottlieb, only to find he had died in 
1952. Mrs. Gottlieb referred him to JWB head- 
quarters in New York where Proweller met with 
S. D. Gershovitz, JWB executive vice-president. 

On his return to the Fiji Islands, Proweller has 
an assignment—to prepare a list of the names of 
Jewish GIs buried on the Suva cemetery. Pro- 
weller regularly says kaddish there for his Amaeri- 
can Jewish compatriots as well as for a number 
of Jewish civilians who died on board ships and 
were buried in Suva. 
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Klutznick Embarrassed as Ball

THE GALA ball scheduled for 
this coming Saturday night, the 
second night of the Sukkot holi- 
day, apparently will not be 
called off, even though Klutz- 
nick didn’t approve this arrange- 
ment. Klutznick told The POST 
and OPINION “I certainly don’t 


approve of any such arrange- 
ments which offend Jewish 
faith.” 


He said that he regretted the 
affair being scheduled for Suk- 
kot “but it’s too 
late to change 
anything now.” 

Almost an 
opposite point 
of view was ex- 
pressed by Dr. 
Mordecai Kap- 
lan, founder. of

NEW YORK (P-O)—Arrest of 
a former Israel bond organiza- 
tion director of sales has touched 
off an investigation by the of- 
fice of the Bronx District Attor- 
ney, Irving Anolik, of criminal 
offenses involved in cashing or 
selling Israel bonds. 


Joseph Raffaeli, the Israel 
bond director, was dismissed on 
July 17 for taking $4,000 to cover 
losses on horse racing. 

Anolik told The POST and 
OPINION that eight other cases 
are being investigated, but that 
none of the others involved any 
personnel of the Israel bond or- 
ganization.

“iT am delighted the President 
considered this question impor- 
tant enough to discuss. with 
Khrushchev in the midst of all 
cther world problems. The Pres- 
ident placed the greatness of 
human values in his considera- 
tion of this issue as top priority.” 


LABEL KATZ, who received 
the letter from Eisenhower’s as- 
sistant, informing him of the 
President’s talks with Khrush- 
chev told The POST and OPIN- 
JON that he feels “This will have 
a wholesome effect on the cul- 


tural and religious situation of 
Soviet Jews.” 

Katz revealed that when he 
presented Eisenhower with the

Eisenhower Used

WASHINGTON, D. C. 
(P-O) — In discussing the 
problem of Jews in Russia 
with Khrushchev at their 


Camp David meeting, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower used a mem- 
orandum prepared by the 
leaders of the 21 national 
Jewish organizations which 
spelled out the deterioration 
of the position of the Soviet 
Jews in the past- 20 years. 
President Eisenhower raised 
the question of allowing the 
migration of Jews whose 
families are outside the So- 
viet Union. 


Khrushchev would not ac- 
knowledge that discrimina- 
tion against Jews existed in 
Russia. 


The exchange of views be- 
tween Eisenhower and 
Khrushchev was revealed in 
a letter to Label A. Katz, 
president of B'nai B’rith 
from Gen, Wilton B. Persons, 
assistant to President Eisen- 
hower. 


Observers here believe that 
the President’s intervention 
on behalf of Soviet Jewry 
may effect an easing in So- 
viet practices against Jews. 
At any rate it makes evident 
to the Soviet leader the con- 
cern and importance that 
this country’s leaders attach 
to this issue.

Gross replied that he will “sub- 
stantiate and document the 
charges” once he has seen Rabbi 
Rackman’s statement in print. 
The statement was read to Gross 
over the phone by a POST and 
GPINION reporter but Gross de- 
clined to comment on it until 
he could see it in writing. 





Official Reveals Zionists 
Stimulated ‘Exodus’ 


By DAVID WACHSTOCK 


NEW YORK (P-O)—“Exodus 
may have been written for and 
subsidized by the American Zion- 
ists movement” hinted Aryeh 
Simon, national director of the 
Student Zionist Organization in 
a speech he delivered Sept. 27 to 
the Brooklyn college chapter of 
his organization. 


“THE ZIONIST movement was 
interested,” he said “in getting 
a Jewish “Battle Cry”, a cowboy 
type of story with at least one 
good love story running in it. 
We got more than we bargained 
for in Leon Uris’ “Exodus.” “Bat- 
tle Cry” is one of Uris’ first 
novels.” 

An attempt by this reporter to 
elicit more information drew a 
cautious reply. 

“All I can tell you is that we 
had a lot to do with “Exodus” 
being written. To give you more 
information would involve us 
unnecessarily.” 


SIMON attributed the book’s 
Success to the fact that the 
American Jew has been able to 
find in the characters of the 
book images of himself. He has 
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readily taken to them and has 
tried to use them as models of 
identification. 

The importance of this book, 
Simon said, centers around the 
impact it has created on the 
general American scene and in 
particular on the American 
Jewish community. 

The book has dramatized Is- 
rael’s cause in a way that all 
Zionist public relation depart- 
ments were unable to do. It has 
made the American Jew more 
proud of his Jewishness, he 
added. 





Says Rabbis 
Like Ball Managers 
LONDON (P-O) — A re- 

turning visitor from the U. S. 
said that American rabbis 
are treated like baseball man- 
agers — they were expected 
to “bring in the crowds” with 
their charm, oratory and so- 
cial graces. 

DR. CYRIL DOMB, profes- 
sor of Theoretical Physics at 
London University, told a 
meeting here according to the 
Jewish Chronicle that Amer- 
ican rabbis had little secur- 
ity. He said the most they 
could hope for was a five- 
year contract. 

“On the whole,” he was re- 
ported as saying, “they were 
not greatly respected.” 

HE ADDED that the posi- 
tion of rabbis in the U. S. 
was “somewhat worse” than 
in England. 

Prof. Domb told about a 
newly-organized community 
of Orthodox intellectuals he 
discovered in Washington, 
D. C., called the Association 
of Orthodox Jewish Scien- 
tists. 







SLUR ON BLUM 
TO BE CORRECTED 


PARIS (P-O) — Sale of 
300,000 copies of a popular 
dictionary was ordered held 
up by the court here until 
corrections on the descrip- 
tion of former Premier Leon 
Blum, who was Jewish, could 
be pasted into each one. The 
publishers of “Petit La- 
rousse” admitted in court 
that their depiction of Blum 
was an anti-Semitic slur, and 
apologized to the Blum fam- 
ily. They explained that the 
errors had been inserted by 
a former employee who had 
been fired.

meeting of the Yeshurun-Ari so- 
aier of Barnard and Columbia 


"THE GROUP is the Orthodox 
Jewish group on the campus, 

Declaring that it was “very 
upsetting” to read Wouk’s vol- 
ume, Cohen who once almost 
chose Catholicism before becom- 
ing one of the most brilliant and 
successful graduates of the Jew- 
ish Theological Seminary of 
America, said the book “is too 
pat, too clean and above all, too 
simple.” 

ACCORDING to Cohen, Wovuk 
spends too much of his time in 
“able talk,” in showing how 
French cuisine can be kosher. 

“Yet not once,” he charged, 
“does Wouk mention the word 
‘revelation’ in his book.” 

COHEN said he was appalled 
by Wouk’s concept of the Jewish 
organization man. He added that 
Wouk creates an impression that 
Judaism is a simple act of com- 
mitment to faith that operates 
in an intellectual vacuum. To 
Wouk, he went on, Judaism is a 
device of rescue rather than one 
of anguish and torment. 

Cohen expressed his firm be- 
[ef that religion is not genteel 
ard declared that it is possible 
fora Jew to destroy Judaism by 
making it genteel. 

WHEN HE conceded to his 
Orthodox hearers that he could 


not conform to all Orthodox tra- |} 


ditions, he evoked opposition 
Rivkah Teitz, president of the 
society, asked him how he could 
say that religion should not be 
genteel and then admit his dif- 
ficulty in following all of the 
Orthodox traditions. 

Cohen agreed that this was a 
difficult question to answer, as- 
serting that he holds the belief 
that law (halaha) is the “divine 
constitution.” He stated, however, 
that “we all violate the constitu- 
tion, some of us in act and some 
in mind and spirit.” 

HE SAID that for him it is 
Necessary to make clear not only 
the meaning of the Orthodox tra- 
dition in Jewish law, but its 
Meaning for all of humanity as 
Well. Thus, concluded Cohen, he 
would rather begin by pointing 
out his own fallibilities rather 
than fallibilities in the word of 
God. He added that his view- 
point differs from Reform Juda- 
ism in that Reform Judaism be- 
gins by proclaiming the fallibil- 
ity of the word of God. 

One of the major points Co- 
hen made about the’ difficulty 
of being a Jew in the twentieth 
century is that there is no think-

Samuel Margoshes in his column in The 
Day-Jewish Journal, calls on the Zionist Or- 
ganization of America to take the lead in 
reconstituting the long-defunct American 
Jewish Conference. Abraham A. Redelheim, 
president of the ZOA, devoted a part of his 
annual report to the recent ZOA convention 
in Washington, bemoaning the lack of unity 
in the U. S. Jewish community and issuing 
a plea for a revival of the AJConference. 


REDELHEIM AND MARGOSHES have 
as much chance as securing any support for 
this cause as we have of altering the course 
of the latest Russian moon shot. 

There is no question but that there is 
no unity in the U. S Jewish community on 
an overall level, although we’re not so bad 
off as one might think. In a great many areas 
there is common discussion and united action. 
That there isn’t enough of this however, ev- 
eryone will agree. 

THE STATEMENT of conditions which 
Label Katz, president of B’nai B’rith says 
must first be met (P-O, Oct. 2) before the 
Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B’rith will 
return to the National Community Relations 
Advisory Council is a step in the right di- 
rection. We’re sure the NCRAC is following 
through as a result of the P-O exclusive 
interview with Mr. Katz, and everyone hopes 

* that something will come of the negotia- 
tions. 

And this is the lone way that unity will 
be secured on the national Jewish level in 
the U. S. 

The American Jewish Conference was 
born of the traumatic shock to U. S. Jewry 
as the result of the revelation of the Nazi 
brutality which wiped out 6 million Jews. 
The U. S. Jewish community had to do some- 
thing, and it was galvanized into action. Even 
the American Jewish Committee, which 
dropped out of the Conference shortly after 
it was organized, could not withstand the 
pressure and was a part of the group that 
convened the Conference. 


SO LACKING such a calamitous eventu- 
ality, unity will come to U. S. Jewry only 
through patient plodding and continual pres- 
sure. It just isn’t possible to issue a call for 
reconvening of a defunct agency and presto 
thereby unity is achieved. 

In this connection, at the World Jewish 
Congress in Stockholm recently, Isaac Tou- 
bin, national executive director of the Ameri- 
Gah Jewish Congress gave as clear and as fair

an analysis of the scene in the U. S. Jewish 
community as far as unified action as we’ve 
seen in a long while. 

He said: 

The pattern of Jewish organizational life 
continues unchanged despite the substantive 
changes that have taken place in the demo- 
graphic, sociological, economic and ideologi- 
cal structure of American Jewry. While indi- 
vidual agencies have virtually been trans- 
formed, they insist on the maintenance of 
their independent identity and engage in 
competitive rivalry that continues unabated. 
Except for nuances in resolutions and subtle 
differences in strategy and tactics, there are 
rare substantive differences among major 
national Jewish organizations. 


THE B’NAI B’RITH has emerged as the 
largest membership movement and is able 
to retain the support of its adherents through 
a varied program of constructive as well 
as social activities. But it has never spelled 
out its ideological motivation and is there- 
fore able to incorporate conflicting member- 
ship views. The American Jewish Commit- 
tee has tried to broaden its membership base 
with the establishment of chapters in various 
communities, but it remains essentially a 
membership of both wealthy and influential 
men. It is politically liberal in its views, 
friendly to Israel on its top level, increasing- 
ly concerned with international and domestic 
Jewish problems, but isolationist in its rela- 
tionship with other Jewish agencies. 

The American Jewish Congress is no 
longer a body representative of other national 
Jewish organizations although it retains . the 
structure of such relationship with some of 
the Zionist groups and some of the large fra- 
ternal bodies. The Congress is today essen- 
tially a middle class membership movement, 
many of whose Jewish objectives have been 
accepted by the Jewish community at large. 
The Jewish Labor Committee is a movement 
with a dwindling labor class support. 


EFFORTS TO CREATE co-ordinating 
machinery have perennially been revived and 
perennially interred. The Synagogue Council 
of America was established to co-ordinate the 
three major religious bodies but it is more 
a fiction than a fact, since each group takes 
independent action, has an intensive inde- 
pendent program and expresses. itself 
through the Synagogue Council only on the 
rare occasions when some common public 
statement is needed. The National Commun- 
ity Relations Advisory Council effectively co-

ordinates the work of the major Jewish 
agencies in the field of Jewish community 
relations. But the B’nai B’rith and the Amer. 
ican Jewish Committee withdrew from this 
body and seriously disabled a meaningful pro. 
gram of co-operation. 

The Presidents Conference, established 
under the Jewish Agency’s aegis and now in 
the process of becoming an independent Amer. 
ican group, has not yet defined the scope of 
its competence or its method of operation, 
Originally established to deal with the impaet 
of Mid-East affairs on the American scene, 
it appears to be broadening its concern to 
include other international matters. However 
it is a hopeful sign of co-operation even if 
the American Jewish Committee still refuses 
to join its deliberations. 

OLD SLOGANS OF Jewish voluntarism, 
the right to independent action, etc., continue 
to be shouted in opposition to democratic Jew- 
ish communal organization. Nevertheless, local 
Jewish communities have established effec. 
tive community councils or community rela- 
tions councils which are the sole spokesmen 
of the Jewish community in its relationship 
to the general community. 

Even the American Jewish Committee 
and the B’nai B’rith have participated in such 
council, through their local chapters, although 
recently there has been a move within these 
national organizations to defect from com- 
munity relations councils. Only New York 
City and Chicago do not have such a forum 
for the exchange of views and the planning 
of a common program. 

Every other city, major as well as minor, 
which has fully integrated itself into Amer- 
ican life does not appear to regard Jewish 
communal organization as contradictory to the 
pattern of American life. The .basic strength 
of the National Community Relations Advis- 
ory Council derives not only from its national 


‘constituents but especially from the more 


than 40 local bodies which support it. 

JEWISH FEDERATIONS have merged 
with Jewish welfare funds and the newly 
created bodies have made an honest effort 
to provide for more democratic control of 
their operations. Frequently, they constitute 
themselves as a community council or help 
create such a council as a collateral organ- 
ization. It would seem that any future argu- 
ments against greater co-ordination in Jewish 
communal affairs will be based on self-interest 
or technical criticism rather than on the 
vague ideological opposition which has been 
voiced until now.

Convert Says Jews 


Must Propagate Judaism 


@ Editor Jewish POST and OPINION \ 

I am late answering Rabbi ; 
Album’s letter of Aug. 14 but 
I have been trying to ignore it. 
I find that it still calls for an | 
answer. | 

RABBI ALBUM speaks with 
the finality of Almignty G-d and | 
says that Christians who have} 
become converted to Judaism 
can and should remain Christian. 
I do not agree with him. 

In the first place, he talks 
like a Christian when he points 
out that the righteous of all na- 
tions share in “the world to 
come.” They make “the life to 
come” ,all important and so does 
Rabbi Album by that statement. 
We do not become Jews in order 
to save our souls in a future 
life but, rather, because we want 
to live this life as Jews, and we 
want to bring our children up 
in this life as Jews. 


THE RABBIS have never for- 
bidden conversion completely as | 
Rabbi Album does. It is easy to, 
understand that Judaism be-} 
came cautious: and held back 
because of the danger both to 
Judaism and to the convert dur- 
ing the Dark Ages and the me- 
dieval period. But the danger 
is not so great today and the 
barriers ought to be relaxed in 
the face of the need which has 
arisen in our time. 

He mentions the case of Aime 
Palliere, but this fellow was a 
single man with no children to 
raise and he also spent his life 
trying to be both Catholic and 
Jew. Maybe he didn’t want to 
be circumcized. I know from 
personal experience that this is 
not so pleasant for a grown 
man. 

IN THE SECOND place, what 








right has Rabbi Album to 
fuse a Jewish life to.,my son 
and my grandson? The rabbis 
point out that when Cain killed 
Abel he was responsible not only 
for the death of Abe! but for all 
of Abel's descendants. So when 
I come into Judaism with my 
children, I am also bringing in 
countless descendants, some of 
whom may even aspire to be- 
come iabbis. 


Then the rabbi belittles the 
work of organizations. My fam- 
ily would probably be still wan- 
dering around looking for a spir- 
itua] home except for an article 
in Look magazine by Rabbi 
Kertzer. Now the Jewish In- 
formation Society, as I under- 
Stand it, seeks to do just what 
was done in my case. 


RABBI KERTZER did not ask 
me to become a Jew. He did not 


re- 


tell me, as most Christian mis- 
sionaries do, that I would not 
go to Heaven if I did not be- 
come a Jew. No, he did bring 
me the information that Juda- 
ism accepts converts and he told 
me in that article what Judaism 
really is. Most Christians and 
people raised in a Christian cul- 
ture do not know that Judaism 
accepts converts and they have 
only the foggiest notions as to 
what Judaism really is. If Juda- 


ism is what we say it is, then 
we have a duty to tell other 
people about it. 

Finally, I notice that these 


rabbis who are against inform- 
ing possible converts always use 
their Jetteérs to berate other Jews. 
A psychologist might find an 
interesting reason for that.

Jewish Infants for Adoption 
Scarce Times Survey Shows 


NEW YORK (P-O) — A New 
York Times survey of adoption 
possibilities for childless couples 
revealed that “compared to Cath- 
clic and Protestant women, rela- 
tively few Jewish women give 
birth to children out of wedlock.’ 

For each Jewish child available 
tor adoption there are seven to 
eight Jewish applicants, the sur- 
vey shows. The article revealed 
greater the difficulty in placing 
for adoption children born of a 
Jewish mother and a Negro fa- 
ther. 
unwed Jewish mothers annually 
in the New York area, repre- 
senting about 12 per cent of the 
total in New York, a series of 
articles (P-O, May 2, 9, 16, 1952) 
concluded. 


(An article in the Jewish So- 
cial Service Quarterly showed 
that Jewish unwed motherhood 
can best be understood as the 
outcome of a confused rebellion 
against specifically Jewish fam- 
ily codes on the part of girls suf- 
fering from immature character 
development (P-O, April 3,1953). 





OTTAWA, Canada — The Ca- 
nadian Welfare Council reported 
this week that in Canada there 
is only one Jewish child avail- 
able for adoption for every 20 
Jewish couples as against one 
Protestant child for every .four 
Protestant couples. In the .n- 
stance of Catholics there are four 
Catholic children available ‘or 
adoption for each Catholic cou- 
ple.
